he has never seen anything to indicate 
that EICHMANN had been concerned 
with Weltanschauliche Gegner . Yet 
he is listed as Chief of this Section 
(4-a). 

By 1944, and probably earlier, the 
Germans had exhausted their supply 
of official paper which gave the name 
of the office in print across the top 
of the page. They then began typing 
the name of the office in the upper 
left-hand corner of the page. Further- 
more, he has never seen a German 
document which gives the subject and 
section in the center of the page above 
the name of the office.
